THE WEATHER. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—A trough of ab- 
normally, low pressure extends from Texas north- 
eastward into Canada and has caused remarkably 
high temperatures for: the season to the south- 
eastward. On its northwestern side the tempera- 
tures are decidedly lower and range from 5 to 24 
degrees below the seasonal average. There havé 
been showers on the middle slope, in the Upper 
Mississippi Valley, the lake region, and Middle 
Atlantic States, with some snow. in Northwestérn 
Upper Michigan.

So, as @ 
matter of fact, and whatever the depart- 
ment may say, torn stamps can, or at 
least could, be used, And why shovw)d they 
not? It is conceivable, of course, that by 
the exercise 6f & Vast amount of labor and 
ingenuity ten.stamps could be turned into 
eleven that would pass the Inspection of 
an overworked cancellation clerk, with the 
consequent loss to the Government of 2 
cents, but it is not concefvable that this 
crime-would be committed by anybody else 
than a lunatic miser or oftener than-once 
in a generation.
